D emocratic 
leadership, 
st rangely 
enough, showed no disposition to try 
immediately to stop the haranguing 
on

anti-lynching 
bill. 
Senator 
Barkley of Kentucky, t h e Democratic 
leader, said he planned no steps to cut 
off debate, adding he did not believe it 
Would extend more than three or four 
days. While Senator Connelly (D) of 
Texas, who led opposition forces, took 
the same view, Senator Pepper <D) ct 
!• lorida, an d several oth er S o u th e r n ­ 
ers did not take <jiii t s u c h an optimis­ 
tic attitude. 


We a re going to try and continue 
the debate until the fa rm bill can re ­ 
place the anti-lynching hill," Pepper 
said. 
I believe we can do it " 
Conne lly led off debate on the a n ti­ 
lynching bill after its sponsor. Sen 
ato r W agner (D) of New York, won 
floor i t cognition to move that the Sen­ 
ate take up the bill. He still had th* 
floor as the Senate reconvened today, 
and was saving his own breath by 
having the read ing clerk reel off page 
a ft er page of the lengthy a ddre ss on 
the bill delivered in 1935 by S uprem e 
< on rf Ju stice Hugo L. Black, then an 
A labama Senator. 
Half a dozen other Democ rats plan­ 
ned to speak against taking up the 
a nti-lyn ching bill, including Senators 
Bilbo of Mississippi, A ndrews of F lor­ 
ida, Bailey of North Carolina, and Pep­ 
per. Thus, it appe ared that it will be 
‘Blite a while before the subject will be 
exhausted. 
When the preliminary de 
lay strate gy is exhausted, a vote will 
come in the Senate on W a g n e r ’s mo­ 
tion to consider the hill. That, leaders 
concede, will carry, and then the fight 
will start all over again in debate on 
the hill itself. 
Oddly, 
however, 
the anti-lynching 
filibuster carried in it a definite im­ 
petus for speed in the Senate a g ric u l­ 
ture committee work to dra ft a farm 
hill. S e nator Smith (D) of South Caro­ 
lina, is chai! man of tin* Senate agricul­ 
ture committee, and ther e is no more 
bitte!- foe ot the anti-lynching bill in 
Congress th an he. Thus, because the 
faster lie brings his committee to final 
farm bill when turned out by the coin 
nutter- will displace anti-lynching, th. 
action, the better art1 his chances of 
blocking a final vote on anti lynching, 
virtually assure d ot passage once a 
vote is attained.
